There is but one requirement for 
m em bership— the applicant must be 
a drug addict. 
Ten thousand San Franciscans are 
expected to apply for membership. 
Daily rations of morphine, cocaine, 
heroin, opium and strychnine are to 
be sold at one-tenth to one-eighth
